THEGERMANsTfirfRETREATING 


London, July 
1C. — (By United 


Press)—The Germans at one point 
have been forced back to the third 
line of their defense under the mas- 
sing British flows four miles behind 
their original front, General Haig re- 
ported to the war office this afternoon. 
"All is well at the British front," 
said an official statement. "We have 
pushed our rear 
from 
Fncourt to 


Mametz capturing 3,000 prisoenrs in 
24 hours. 


Since the beginning of the offen- 


sive, the total number of prisoners 
is now 10,000. 
In addition we have 


taken large quantities of material." 


The reference to the advance by 


tlie rear from Fricourt to Mametz 
emphasized the gains made by the 
British in the fighting yesterday.

beyond Mametz, with the third run- 
ning through Trones Woods where 
desperate fighting occurred.

dispatches from Paris this afternoon 
reported that the Germans have re- 
tired on the French front adjoining 
the British to the Guillemont-Albert- 
Comicles railway.

made necessary by the British ad- 
vance.

petent and efficient nurses and doctors, fine h otejs for the accommodation of travelers, 
healthy climate, pure water, up-to-date stores, whose proprietors are very considerate of 
their employees, such as giving them vacations at half and full pay, and during the sum- 
mer season closing the stores at 5 o'clock. I think this is a very praiseworthy act. 


"Socially the town speaks for itself." 
"I see," contemplated the salesman, "that if I would leave you go on, you would never 


quit.

It should 
be your aim to draw people to your town, and liven it up, and I really pity and sympa- 
thize with the younger people for they surely must find time dull on their hands.

The following is a reproduction of the conversation as near as I remember it:

tiful town in Central Pennsylvania, and one of the prettiest in the state. I do not want 
to be egotistical on the subject, but you must admit that what I say is right." 


"Yes," admitted the salesman, "I agree with you." 
"That is not all, either," continued our citizen, "of course I'll admit that nature has 


done a great deal for Clearfiold, by its rich deposits in the surrounding hills, but a great 
deal of the honor belongs to the people. Don't you think so?" 


"Well I won't comment on that, you finish talking, and I'll tell you what I think," re- 


plied the salesman. 


"Well, went on our booster, politically we can not be beat. 
We never have any scan- 


dals or wrangles of any sort, and that is something unusual, in fact something to be 
proud of. Isn't it?" 


"Yes, I'll agree with you again," said the salesman, "but continue, I am interested." 
"Our greatest asset though is our industries, and natural resources, the hills abound 


with clay and coal, giving employment to many men.« Our factories work full time the 
year around, and there is not a town anywhere that has better sanitation. 


"We can boast of convenient railroad facilities, a well equipped hospital, with com- 


petent and efficient nurses and doctors, fine h otejs for the accommodation of travelers, 
healthy climate, pure water, up-to-date stores, whose proprietors are very considerate of 
their employees, such as giving them vacations at half and full pay, and during the sum- 
mer season closing the stores at 5 o'clock. I think this is a very praiseworthy act. 


"Socially the town speaks for itself." 
"I see," contemplated the salesman, "that if I would leave you go on, you would never 


quit. 
Although I agree with you in everything, there is one version you omitted, and it 


is important too, in a way a business getter. 


"What have you in Clearfield that attracts, and when attracted, what have you to 


entertain, or in other words what have you to draw people to 
Clearfield? 
Nothing! 


Movies continually, grow tiresome, and speaking for myself as well as for others of my 
occupation I confess to you we find Clearfield dead, and we find time spent here very 
dreary. I do not see how the grown-ups tolerate such a complete lack of spirit. It should 
be your aim to draw people to your town, and liven it up, and I really pity and sympa- 
thize with the younger people for they surely must find time dull on their hands.

St. Paul, July 15.—Prohibitionists 


are beginning to arrive for the na- 
tional convention to be held Wednes- 
day and Thursday of next week and 
for a series of important preliminary 
conferences to be held during the two 
days preceding. 
The Auditorium, 


where the general sessions of the 
convention will be held, is profusely 
decorated in red, white and blue. 
Overflow meetings will be held in the 
Armory and the Masonic'Temple. 


The large number of early arrivals 


is only one of the many outward and 
visible indications of the prevailing 
sentiment that the coming convention 
is destined to be the most important 
in the history of the Prohibition 
party. Many of the party leaden 
even venture to predict that the con- 
vention will mark a new epoch in na- 
tional politics. This year, for the 
first time, the party means to lay 
serious claims to the presidency. 


Talks with the leaders already on 


the field substantiate the early re- 
ports to the effect that the Prohibi- 
tionists hope to step into the shoes 
jof the late Progressive party, to be- 
come the foremost progressive party 
in the country.
